G.S.R. yiSlE).—In exercise of the powers confetred by 
section 36 of the Insecticides Act, 1963 (46 of 19611) and 
in supersession of the notilicatiun of the Government ot 
India in the Ministiy of AgocuUure (Depurdncni of Agri- 
cuUure and Cooperation) G.S.R. No. I34(Id dated the 2htli 
February, I9K9, the Ceiitial Governmenl, iiftei consultation 
with the Central Itisecticidas Foaid, hereby proposes to- 
make the following rules further to amend the Insecticides 
Rules, 1971 and publishes, as draft rules, as required by 
sub-section (1) of the said section for the information of all 
persons likely to he affected thereby and notice is heieby 
given that the said draft rules shall be taken into comsidera- 
tion after the expiry of forty-live days from the date on 
which copies of the Official Gazette in which this notification 
is published are in.ndc a/nihiblo to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
any person in icspect of the said draft before the expiry 
of the said period shall he taken into consideration by the 
Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Insecticides (Amend- 
menf) Rules, 1991 : 

' (2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Insecticides Rules, 1971 (hereinafter referred to 
as (he said rules), in nile 2, for clauses (b) to (hi, the fol¬ 
lowing clauses shall bo substituted, namely •. 

“(b) ‘'Commercial pen control operation'' means dis¬ 
persing or applying insecticides niantiallv or by a 
mechanical device or by both, with or without 
consideration, In premises other than one's own 
household or agricultural land, and includes the 
following categories of operation.s— 

(i) pest control operations in field from ground: 

(it) pest control operations in field from air; 

fiii) pest control operations in any premises owned 
or controlled by the Government, or semi-govern¬ 
ment/aiiiono,-.inus/,statutory bodies/cor poTfitions 

or commercial or industrial iindcrtalyngs or hotels, 
hospitals, clubs, ports, ships, airports and other 
menus of argo or passenger Iraii.sport ; 

(iv) pest control in construction of buildings; 

(V) post control m houses or dwellings; 

(vi) pest control in any other place, 

fc) “Expiry date” moans the date* that is mentioned 
on the container, label or wrapper ogaiiist the 
column ‘date of expiry'; 

(d) “Form” mea'ns a form set out in the First 
Schedule; 

(e) “I,aboratory" means the Central Insecticides Labo-' 
ratory; 

(ff “Operation” means commercial pest control opera¬ 
tion; 

(«) "Operator" moans a person who undertakes opera¬ 
tion and includes the person or the organisation 
under whose control such a person is operating; 

(h) “Pests” means any insects, rodents, fungi weeds 
and other forms of plant or animal life not useful 
to human beings; 


(i) '‘Fnmaiy p,ickugc'’ immns the immediate packageg 
coiilainmg Ihc insecticides; 

(j) ‘ PnucipuT' means the unportei or iiiaiiulactiner of 

insecticide, as tlie case may be; 

(k) ““reeistratiou” includes provisional registration; 

(l) '‘rural area" moans an area which falls outside the 

limits of any Municipal Corporation or Municipal 
Committee or a mdilied Area Committee or a 
Cantonment; 

(m) "Schedule” means a schedule annexed to these 
rules; 

(n) “Sccondaiy package” means a package which is 
neither a primary package nor a transportation 
package; 

(o) “section" means a section of the Act; 

(p) “Testing facility” means an operational unit where 
the expcrmiontal studies are being carried out or 
have been cairied out in relation to submission of 
data on product quality or on safety or on efficacy, 
or on residues or on stability in storage of the in- 
secticide.s for which an applicaiion for regisiration 
is made; 

(q) "transportation package” means the outer most 
package used for transportation of jn.secticides. 

3 III rule 6 of the said rules, 

(i) lor sub-rule ( 1 ), the follovving suh-rule shall he 

substituted, namely :— 

"(l)(a) An applicaiion for regisiration of an insecti¬ 
cide under the Act shall be made in Form I 
and the .said Form including Ihe verification ]>or- 
tion, .shall be signed in case of an individual by 
the individual himself or a person duly aulho- 
rised by him: in case of Hindu Undivided Family, 
by the Karta or any person duly authorised by 
him; in case of partnership firm by the manag¬ 
ing partner; in case of a company, by any per- 
.son duly authori.sed in that behalf by the Hoard 
of Directors; and in .any other case by the person 
m chaige m responsible for the conduct of the 
business. Any change in members of Hindu lln- 
divlded Family or partners or the Board of Dir¬ 
ectors or ths) person in charge, as the case may 
be, shall be forthwith intimated to (ho Secretary, 
Central luseclicldes Board and Registration Com¬ 
mittee and the Licensing Officer. 

(b) The Registration Committee may, if nece.ssary 
direct the inspection of the ‘testing facility’ for 
establishing Ihe authenticity of the data”; 

(ii) for .sub-rules (3) and (4), the following sub-rules 

shall be substituted, namely : — 

"(3) The registiation fee payable .shall be paid by a 
demand draft drawn on the State Bank of India, 
Faridahad, in f.avour of the Accounts Officer, 
Directorate of Plant Piotection, Quarantine and 
Storage, Faridabad, Haryana. 

t4) The certificate ot registration shall be in Form II 
or Form-IIA, as the case may be, and shall be 
.subject to such conditions us specified therein”, 

4. After rule 6 of the saiq iifics. the followiny rules .shall 
‘be inserted, namely ;—- 

6 A 1 ransfer of registration~Trunsfei of regisiration 
from one person to another shall not be allowed 
The other person shall apply for registration afresh 
in accordance with the provisions of these rules, 

GB. Issue of duplicate cerliflcato of regisiration—A fee 
of rupees five shall be paid for a duplicate copy 
of a certificate of registration if the original is de¬ 
faced, damaged or lo.st". 
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5. la rule 7 of the said rules,— 

(i) In sub-rule (1), after the word “wnting”, the 
words, figures and letter "in Form IIB, in duplicate” 
shall be inserted; 

(ii) for sub-rule (4) the following sub-rule shall be subs¬ 
tituted, namely ;— 

"(4) The fees payable for preferring an appeal shall 
be paid by a demand draft drawn on the State 
Bank of India, Faridabad, in favour of the Ac¬ 
counts Officer, Directorate of Plant Protection. 
Quaruntine and Storage Faridabad, Haryana”, 

6. In rule 9 of the said rules, for sub-rule (4), the follow¬ 
ing sub-rules shall be substituted, namely — 

"(4) A licensing officer may, after giving reasonable 
opporltinily of being heard, to the applicant, refuse 
to grant any licence. 

(4A) No licence to manufacture an insecticide shall 
be granted imless the licensing officer is satisfied 
that necessary plant and machinery, safety devi¬ 
ces and first aid facilities, etc., ecxist in the pre¬ 
mises where the insecticide is proposed to be 
manufactured”. 

7. In rule 10 of the said rules,— 

(i) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“(2) The fee payable under sub-rule (1) for the grant 
or renewal of a licence shall be tupces twenty 
for every insecticide for which the licence is 
applied, subject to a maximum of rupees three 
hundred. There shall be a separate fee for each 
place, if any insecticide ii proposed to Fe sold, 
stocked or exhibited for sale at more than one 
place; 

Provided that the maximum fee payable in respect of in¬ 
secticides commonly used for household purposes and regis¬ 
tered as such shall bo rupees ten for every place ; 

Provided further that, if the place of sale is established in 
the rural areas, the fee shall be one-fifth of the fee speci¬ 
fied in this sub-rule”. 

fii) in sub-rule (3), after the words “such place”, the 
words "and for every insecticide" shall be added, 

(iii) in sub-rule (4), for clauses (iiil and (iv), the follow’- 
ing clause shall be substituted, namely ■ 

“(iii) Where the licensee wants to sell, stock or exhi¬ 
bited for sale or distnbuie any additional insec¬ 
ticides during the currency of the licence, he may 
apply to the licensing officer for necessary en¬ 
dorsement On the licence on payment of fees 
specified in sub-rule (2)”, 

fiv) after sub-rule (4), (be following sub-rule shall be 
inserted, namely :—- 

“t4A)(i) Every person shall along with his application 
for grant or renewal of a licence to undertake 
operations or shall, stock or exhibit for sale or 
distribute insecticides, file a certificate from the 
principal whom he represents or desires to re¬ 
present. 

(ii) The certificate to be issued bv the principal shall 
be addressed to the licensing officer of the con¬ 
cerned area and shall contain full particulars of 
the principal Including their registration and mn- 
nufacturing licence numbers, full name and ad¬ 
dress of the person proposed to be authorised 
and also the type of formulations to be used in 
commercial pest control operations, sold, stocked 
or exhibited for s.alc or distribution. 

(iii) In order (o verify ibe eenniiieness or otherwise 

of the certificate, the principal shall send to the 


licensing officer of tlte State where he intends to 
sell his products an adequate number of copies 
of the specimen signature or the specimen sig¬ 
natures' of the persons authorised in writing to 
issue the principal’s certificate. 

(iv) In case of suspension, revocation or cancellation 
of the certificate, the principal shall forthwith m- 
limate the licensing officer having jurisdiction". 

tv) for sub-rule (5), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely ;—■ 

“(5) A licensing officer may, after giving a reasonable 
‘ opportunity of being heard to the appUcajit, re¬ 

fuse to grant any licence". 

8. After rule 10 of the said rules, the following rules 
shall be inserted, namely 

"10A. Licences for commercial pest control operations. 

(1) (a) Any pbrson undertaking or desiring to undertake 

(^ration shall— 

(i) be a graduate in Agricultmal Science, or Science; 

(ii) engage or undertake to engage, before commen¬ 
cement of operation or within three months from 
the date of undertaking, whichever is earlier, in 
his employment such number of graduates in 
Agricultural Science or Science as the licensing 
officer may determine in accordance with the 
guidelines issued in this behalf by the Central 
Insecticides Board from time to time: 

Provided that in the case of operators who have been 
granted licences for operations on or before the 
commencement of tlie Insecticides (Amendment) 
Rules, 1990, the requirement of educational qua- 
Mflcalions mentioned in clause (a) shall apply to 
the extent that such operators shall appoint at- 
least One person with the qualifications mentioned 
in clause (a) within a period of one year from 
the commencement of such rules. 

(b) A licence sliull not be grained to an operator under 
this chapter unless the licensing officer is satisfied 
that the premises where the insecticides will be 
stored contain adequate and proper storage ac¬ 
commodation for avoiding an^r hazards and ffi* 
preserving the properties of the insecticides in res¬ 
pect of which (he licence is granted. The licence 
shall also be 'subject to the following conditions; 

(t) the operator shall comply with the provisions of 
the Act and the rules made thereunder for the 
time being in force; 

(ii) the operator shall not sell, stock or exhibit for 
sale or distribute any insecticide unless a licence 
therefor has been obtained. 

Note : No separate licence shall be required if the 
insecticide is stored only for the purpose of being 
used in pest control operations but not for sal*. 

(c) The operator shall store and make available at 
aU times adequate quantity of therapeutically 
recommended antidotes for the insecticides which 
are used in operation and provide the workers 
with necessary protective apparel and devices be¬ 
sides adequate number of safety equipments. 

(2) The operator shall,— 

(a) use or cause to be used only such insecticides and 
in such concentrations as arc registered Under 
Section 9. 

(b) apply only dosages with exposure period as are 
recommended by the Registration Committee for 
a particular Insecticide; 

(c) no't make claims regarding safety and effective¬ 
ness which are contrary to the properties of a 
particular insecticide; 
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(d) inform, m wriling, to his client, the identity of 
the insecticides used in operations, and precau¬ 
tions to be observed to avoid any risk to human 
or anunal life as a result of spraying of such 
insecticides, 

(3XaJ(iJ Applications for the grant or reneval of a licence 
to take up operations shall be made in Form IX 
or Form X, as the case may be, to the licensing 
officer and shall be accompanied by a fee of 
rupees one hundred for each category of opera¬ 
tion specified in clause (bj of rule 2 for which 
the licence is applied, subject to a maximum rif 
rupees three hundred for all the six categories of 
operations specified in that clause; 

Provided that where the main unit is estab¬ 
lished in a rural area, (he fee shall be one-fiflh 
of the above specified fees. 

(iij Information about the persons employed for ^^ic- 
rations shall also be submitted with the above 
application, in Form XL 

(b> A licence to take up operation shall be in Form 
XII. 

(c) If the licencee wants to undertake, during the 

currency of licence, pest control operations for 

additional eategoryj ho may apply to the licensing 
officer tor the necessary endorsement on the licence 
on payment of the tee .specified in sub-clause (il 
of clause (a). 

(d) A licence granted under this chapter by the licensing 

officer of the Stale or Union Territory shall be 
valid for operation throughout that State or Union 
Territory : 

Provided that in cases where an operator wiint.s to 
carry on his activities in other Stales or Union Terri¬ 
tories also he sliall apply to the licensing officer 
of each such Slate Oovernment or Union Tcftitory 
administration as the case may be, for necessary 
endorsement (o his licence us specified in Form XII. 
A fee of rupees twentyfive for each categoiy of 
operations specified in clause (b) of rule 2 subject 
to a maximum of rupees seventyfive for all the 
six categories of operations shall be paid to each 
of (he State Government or Union Territory admi- 
nistriition from whom- endorsement of licence is 
sought ; 

Provided further that for rural areas the fee tor endorse¬ 
ment shall be onc-fifth of the fee specified in sub¬ 
clause (i) of clause (a). 

(e) The licensing officer may. after giving reasonable 

opportunity of being heard to the applicant, refuse 
to gram or renew any licence for reasons to be 
recorded in writing. 

lOB. Segregation and disposal of cliife-expired pesticides— 

(a) Immediately after the date of expiry all such stocks 

after being segregated and stamped ‘not for sale' 
or ‘not for use’ or "not for manufacture’, as (he 
case may be. shall be kept hv the licensee in a 
separate place specially demarcated for the mirpose 
with a declaration ‘dale-expired insecticides’ lo be 
exhibited on (he conspicuous part of the place. 

(b) All such stocks then shall be disposed of in such a 

manner as may be specified from time to time hv 
the Central Government, in consultation with the 
Central Insecticides Board. 

IOC. Special provision with regard to Sulphur—In legard 
te> insecticide sulphur and its formulations, all licensees 
shall— 

(a) observe all precautions to prevent its theft; 


(b) repott any such theft to the nearest police authonties 

piomptly; and 

(c) maintain a separate register showing names and add- 

iCases ot all the persons to whom it has been sold 
or distributed and the quantities to sold or distri¬ 
buted. 

lOD. Prohibition against sale or storage of Insecticides in 
cciiain places,—No person shall manufacture, store or expose 
for sale or permit the sale or storage of any insecticide in 
itie same building whcie any uitides consumable by [iidian 
beings or animals arc manutacluicd, stored or exposed for 
sale. 

Hxplanation.—Nothing contained in this rule will apply 
to tlie retail sales of household insecticides from 
the building wherefrom other articles consumable 
by human beings or animals are usually sold pro¬ 
vided such household inseclicides have been icgis- 
lered as such and are packed and labelled in accord¬ 
ance with these rules. 

9. In rule 11 of the said rules, — 

(i) fob clauses (a) and (b), the foUowing clauses shall 
be substituted, namely ;— 

"(a) Any licence issued or renewed under this chapter 
shall, unless sou.ier suspended or cancelled, been 
force for a period of two calendar years ; 

Provided that the licence to manufacture insecticides, 
if any, issued iin the basis of provisional regis¬ 
tration granted under sub-section (3B) of section 
9, shall expire on iho date of expiry of the provi¬ 
sional registration : 

Provided further that the licence granted by endorse¬ 
ment on the main licence under clause (iii) of 
.sub-rule (3) of rule 9 or under clause (iii) of sub- 
rule (4) of rule 10 or under sub-rule (3) of rule 
lOA shall expire or be renewable along with the 
main licence. 

(b) An application for the renewal of a licence 
shall be made before its expiry and if such an 
application is made after the dale of expiry but 
within three months from such date, a late fee 
of— 

(i) rupees fifty for the first month or part thereof, 

rupees one hundred for the second month or 
part thereof and rupees one hundred and fifty 
for the third month or part thereof in the case 
of licence to manufacture insecticides or to 
carry pest control operations ; 

(ii) rupees ten for the first month or part thereof, 

rupees twenty for the second month or part 
thereof and rupees thirty for the third month 
or part thereof, in case of any other licence, 

shall be paid along with the applicatidn for 
renewal; 

Provided that where the main pest control uperation 
unit or the place of sale is located in ihe rural 
areas, the late fee shall be one-fifth of the said 
late fee ■. 

Provided further that in case of death or disability of 
the licensee the licensing officer may, after record¬ 
ing reasons in writing, exempt the applicant from 
payment of the late fee. 

Txplanation.^— (1) where an application for renewal is 
made before the expiry of the licence and the order 
recardinc refusal or renewal is passed after the 
rxpirv of the Jicrpee the anpl'cant ch.dl b» fto^m'-'i 

t- bsi'e been carn'inB on b'’s business in acrordance 
with the expired licence till (ho date of commim - 
cation of the final order on that application. 
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(2) Where an application tor renewal is made alter Ihe 

expiry ot the licence with late fee, the applicant ii 
shall be deemed to have been carrying on his busi¬ 
ness in accordance with the expired licence (from ' 
the date of expiry) till the date of communication 
of the final order on that application;” 

(li) in clause (c), the words “and shall be deemed to 
have expired if the application for renewal is not 
made within a month after its expiry” shall be 
omitted; 

(iii) in clause (d), for the words “and on such refusal 
the fee paid for such renewal and the penalty, if 
any, paid shall be refunded to the applicant”, 
the words “for reasons to be recorded in writing” 
shall be substituted.

10. In rule 13 of the said rules, after the words “vary 
or amend a licence”, the following words shall be inserted,

“after satisfying himself that the Registration Committee 
has amended the registration certificate and” 

11. For rule 14 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“14. Transfer of licence.—^Transfer of licence from one 
person to another person shall not be allowed. The 
other person may apply for licence afresh in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of these rules.”

(2) Two copies of the leaflets duly approved by the 
Registration Committee and signed by the Secre¬ 
tary, Registration Committee, shall be returned to 
the manufacturer and one copy of the State licens¬ 
ing officer.”

(a) for clause (ii), the following clause shall be sub¬

“15. Issuing cash memo and maintenance of records.— 
(1) All sales of insecticides shall be made by a 
bill or cash memo m the form prescribed under 
any law. 

(2) All sales of insecticides made to a licensed manu¬ 

facturer (formulator or packer),, stockist, distributor, 
dealer, retailer or to a bulk consumer shall he 
entered insecticidewise, in a register in Form XIll 
and a Statewise monthly return of all sales to 
actual consumers shall be sent to the licensing offi¬ 
cer, in Form XIV within 15 days from the close 
of the month. 

(3) Every importer or manufacturer of insecticide shall 

maintain a stock register in Form XV for technical 
grade insecticides and in Form XVI for formulate 
insecticides. 


(!') Brand or trade name, and common name of 
the technical grade insecticide as adopted by 
the International Standards Organisation and 
where such a common name has not been adopt¬ 
ed such other pame as may be approved by the 
Registratjon Committee, The said common name 
along With the purity in percentage (mass by 
mass) shall be given on the top of the label in 
bold letter an,; in bright colour distinct from 
the colour of the background. The boldness of 
the lettters shall, in no case, be less than the 
boldest letters painted on the label • 


Provided that if the label has already been printed 
before coming into force of the requirement, a 
sticker bearing the aforesaid common name in 
the manner provided above shall be affixed along 
with the label”; 


(b) for clause (iv), the following clause shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely :— 


(4) Without prejudice to the foregoing, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment or the .State Government or any other per¬ 
son authorised by it may, bv notice in writing, 
require any importer or manufacturer or any other 
person dealing in insecticides to furnish within the 
time specified in the notice, such information with 
respect to any insecticides or any batefi thereof, 
including the particulars of all persons to whom it 
has been sold or distributed as it may consider 
necessary.” 

14. In rule 16 of the said rules, after the words “or dis¬ 
tribute”, the words “or cause to be transported” shall be 
inserted. 

15. For rule 17 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely ;— 

“17. Packaging of insecticides.—(1) Every package con¬ 
taining the insecticides shall be of a type approved 
by the Registration Committee. 

(2) Before putting any insecticide into the primary pack¬ 
age, every batch thereof shall be analysed as per 
the relevant specifications of the manufacture thereof 
in accordance with the approved methods’ of analysis 
and the result of such an analysis shall be recorded 
in the register maintained for the purpose. If any 


(iv) the name and percentage mass by mass of active 
mgredient along with the percentage of other 
ingredients and impurities if any asked for by 
the Registration Committee to be mentioned 
specifically on the label” ; 

(c) after clause (vii), the following Explanation shall be 

inserted, namely;—- 

“Explanation.—If the date of expuiry is given in terms 
of month and year, it shall mean that the in¬ 
secticide will retain its efficacy and safety till the 
last day of the month so mentioned”; 

(d) after clause (viii), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely:— 

“(ix) Date of manufacture (it will be sufficient com¬ 
pliance if the month and the year of the manu¬ 
facture is given). 

Provided that the batch number, the date of manu¬ 
facture and the 4ate of expiry shall be embossed 
by stamp with indelible ink”; 

(ii) after sub-rule ( 1 ), the following Bvib-mle shall he 
inserted, namely;— 

“(lA) Two copies of the label duly approved by the 
Registration Committee and signed by the Secre- 
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lary Registration Committee shall be returned (i) In the ca'te of import please state 

to ihc mamitaeturer and one copy to the Stale 

liccnNiug otReer \ ^ (a) Name and full address of the manufacturer. 


18. In rule 24 of the said rules, for sub-rule (2), the 
following sub-nilc shall be substituted, numelv :—- 

“(2) In makmg the test or analysis of insecticide’., il 
'hall be siillicicnt if the lasectierdes Analyst follow^ 
tht 'jpcciflcalions and the methods of examination 
of samples as approved by the Registiation Com 
mittcc." 

19. In rule 25 of the said rules, for sub-rule (2), Ihe 
following sub-rule shall be sublstituted, namely ;— 

“(2) The fee payable for testing or analysing samples 
roc>ived fiom the In.secticides Inspector ..hall also 
be 'as specified in the Second Schedule ; 

Provided that the Central Government may. after 
taking into consideration to genuine d.fncultics of 
any particular State Government, exempt from 
payment of the fee for such period as it may con¬ 
sider reasonable". 

20. For rule 37, the follovi'ing rule shall be substituted, 
namely : ~ 

“37. Medical Kxamination.—(1) All persons who are 
engaged in the work of handling, dealing or other¬ 
wise coming in contact with the insecticides dur¬ 
ing manufacture/formulation of insecticideu or 
being engaged spraying during operation shall be 
examined medically before their employment and 
ntleast quaitcrly in the case of those engaged m 
maiiufacturing/formulation units and yearly in any 
other cases including operators while in scivice bv 
a qualified doctor, who h aware of risks to which 
such persons are exposed. Particulars of aU such 
persons, including the particulars of their medical 
examination, shall be entered in a regititer in 
Form XVII. Where the insecticide in question is 
an organo-phosphorous compound or a carbamate 
compound, the blood cholinesterase level shall be 
measured atlcait once a month of all persons 
working in the manufacturing units. The blood
